never had a swarm before June except 
in the spring of 1878,' In that year I 
had about fifty colonies and the first 
swarm came out on the 2Dth of April 
and another on May 15tb. No others 
appeared before June. The truth is 
that what these observers call swarming 
is altogether a different thing. Colonies 
quite frequently leave their hives be- 
cause they are starving, in a few in- 
stances they leave the hives fnr no ap- 
parent reason. I have never lost a 
colony in either way anu therefore con- 
clude that such instances arc quite 
rare. Of course, when a eolony leaves 
the hive the appearance is exactly the 
same as when a swarm comes out and 
it i» in this way that people are de- 
ceived.

Star" mine, and from there they will go to 
New York, probably to negotiate for the 
sale or purchase of mining claims.

They incited a rebellious spirit among the 
boys in the school building, which caused 
a boy (whose name it is not necessary to 
mention) to draw a knife on his teacher 
and Sup't Gastman; that caused another 
boy to gather an armful of his school- 
mates' slates and throw them hatefully at 
his teacher as she left the room on one 
occasion; that caused many pupils to stay 
away from school without excuse; that 
caused otherwise orderly pupils tc become 
bold and insulting during school hours; 
and in various other ways has their vicious 
work manifested itself from time to time.

ing and going, at morning and night, the 
teachers have been threatened witb per- 
sonal violence, until finally one young 
lady became so nervous and alarmed that 
she was afraid to go to the building unac- 
campanied by a protector. 


Forbearance ceasing to be a cardinal 


virtue with Sup't Gastman, and wishing to
